Generally, there was 
strong disinclination exhibited by the 
officials to discuss this last “round 
robin.” General Miles, who was act­ 
ing as secretary of war in the absence 
of Secretary Alger and Assistant Secre­ 
ta r y Meikle john, would not comment 
upon tnt* dispatch.

Regarding statements that cable dis­ 
patches received in Washington and 
other news regarding the war had been 
censored contrary to the usual custom. 
Adjutant General Corbin said: 
••Yes, these complaints have been 
brought to my notice; a word of ex­ 
planation is perhaps due the country, 
no less than the department. 
The en­ 
ormous amount of work the office has 
been called upon to perform has taxed 
to the limit the endurance of the clerks, 
who, bv tile way, are as competent as 
any that can be found anywhere.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 18.—The publica­ 
tion of file war correspondents’ formal 
indictment of General Otis’ manage­ 
ment of the Philippine campaign caused 
a sensation in the departments here. 
Secretary Hay had received advices 
from civil as well as military sources in 
the Philippines which led him to de­ 
clare that the situation there was cer­ 
tainly improved materially and that the 
prospects for the future had brightened 
Tery much. 
With these advices, the 
secretary said, General Otis had had 
nothing to do, aud they were from dis­ 
interested persons whose opinions must 
earn* weight. 
Generally, there was 
strong disinclination exhibited by the 
officials to discuss this last “ round 
robin.’' General Miles, who was act­ 
ing as secretary of war in the absence 
of Secretary Alger aud Assistant Secre­ 
tary M eiklejolin, would not comment 
upon the dispatch. 
Regarding statements that cable dis­ 
patches received in Washington and 
other news regarding the war had been 
censored contrary to the usual custom.

The Trolley Strike Ii^ Brooklyn A p p a r­ 
ently W as No Nearer a 


Settlem ent. 


N e w Y o r k , July 18.—Tile strike situ­ 
ation in Brooklyn remained unchanged. 
The striking employes were even more 
determined aud the managers of the 
rapid transit lines were obdurate aud 
unflinching. 
Cars were run on most of the lines 
governed by the traction company from 
early morning until 7 o’clock in the 
evening, but after sundown there was 
a considerable falling off in the service, 
aud by 9 o’c lock not a car was moving 
on any of the lines, affected by the strik­ 
ing motormen and conductors. The 
roads comprising the Nassau system 
were most effectively crippled. 
None of the striking employes re­ 
turned to work, and most of them were 
busy during the day influencing union 
and non-union men on the other lines 
to quit work. 
In this respect the strik­ 
ers were partially successful, but they 
made no inroads on the running of the 
Putnam avenue cars. This line is prac­ 
tically intact, not more than liaif a 
dozen of its employes being affiliated 
with the strikers. 
The Coney Island Railroad company 
picked a rich harvest on all of its lines 
during the day. 
The Franklin avenue, 
Smith aud .lay street, Hamilton avenue 
aud De Kalb lines were running on full 
time and carried a great number of 
passengers 
throughout the day aud 
night. 
The Coney Island company lived up 
to its agreement with its employes, aud 
consequently its business was not inter­ 
fered witii in the slightest. Iii fact, the 
business on these roads was considera­ 
bly augmented, as many travelers pat­ 
ronized the cars, although in many 
cases going blocks out of their way to 
do so. 
The strikers held a meeting to which 
they invited President Rossiter and 
Seth L. Keeney.

on both sides, but toward the close of

Avalon, ti ?v struck a large school of 
tunas, the Hying fish darting in every 
direction. 
Townsend 
had the 
first 
strike, but failed to hook. 
A second 
later Holder had a strike. In a moment 
the boat was rushing astern after the 
fish. The rod was the lightest ever used 
for tuna, and the line was the T una 
club regulation one of 21 strands. 
After a hard struggle the fish was 
finally brought to gaff in 40 m inutes 
Holder passed the tip of his reel for 
ward, and G ardner hooked to the fish 
with the gaff and proceeded to bani it 
in. J u s t as it was landed the fish made 
a leap and capsized the boat, about a 
mile from shore south of the Long 
point. 
The launch was some distance 
aw ay, having kept off to avoid the line 
when the fish was playing. 
H older’s end of the boat sunk, and, 
seeing that it would not hold them all. 
lie struck out for the launch, which he 
finally reached, although greatly ex ­ 
hausted. 
The sunken boat would not 
hold the two men and the fish, and it 
rolled over and over several times, the 
long w ire leader of Holder’s line having 
wound around Tow nsend’s legs.

G ardner started for the launch to give 
Townsend the boat alone, which was 
now turned bottom up. allowing T ow n­ 
send to clim b on the keel and Heat. 
All this tim e Jim G ardner held on tc 
H older’s fish by the gaff. 
He swam 
from the sunken boat, still holding the 
fighting fish 
Sometimes he was on th* 
fish, sometimes the fish was on him. 
Three times the gam y fish made plunges, 
carrying G ardner under 
water.

finally reached the launch and nevei 
released his hold on the fish until Hold­ 
er, Fassett and Mrs. G ardner hauled it 
in. 
Then G ardner was pulled over the 
side, and Townsend, who had insisted 
upon the fish being landed before he 
was rescued, was picked up.

The exhibit which the League to r 
Social Service is busily collecting for 
presentation at the Paris exposition 
Will attem pt w hat lias never beton* 
been offered—a view of the United 
States along the line of its sociological 
development. 
As already announced, the league has 
been a p p o i n t e d by tile United States 
commission special agent in the de­ 
partm ent of social economy. 
Its indi­ 
vidual work will be the Institutions 
and m ovem ents for Improving social 
and industrial conditions, and it will 
undertake to show both existing condi­ 
tions and w hat is being done to im­ 
prove them. 
The method of gathering data and 
putting it into shape for illustration is 
novel as it is interesting. 
The exhibit 
will be made by m eans of lantern 
glides, four to be shown at a time, with 
a fifth to Interpret them in French and 
English. The m atter will Include glean­ 
ings from Maine to California. 
Dr. W. H. Tolman, the secretary, re­ 
cently returned from a trip to the west, 
gave a reporter for the New York 
W orld a graphic Idea of the league’s 
plans In this connection. 
He took as 
exam ple a drop forge factory fn Brook­ 
lyn. 
“ W ork in such an establishm ent,” he 
explained, “is one of the severest trials 
of physical endurance. 
The firm has 
taken this into practical consideration. 
Each fire has a separate head and a 
separate chim ney to carry off the heat, 
w hile a shaft above brings the cold alt- 
down on the workm an. 
“ A 20 m inutes’ rest once a day gives 
a m an an opportunity to enjoy the 
spray baths placed in the building by 
the firm for their convenience. 
Anoth 
er inducem ent to cleanliness and there­ 
fore comfort is the washroom, with hot 
w ater, w here the men may wash their 
soiled shirts, leaving them In the steam 
drying room 
overnight. 
All these 
things prolong the lives of the w ork­ 
men. and the firm has reaped the com ­ 
m ercial rew ard of being able to keep 
the factory running w hen other firms 
are obliged to shut down.” 
This odd bit of factory progress will 
m ake one series of slides. Another will 
present the gym nasium a large insur­ 
ance house in the west has built for its 
•employees. 
A third shows the great lunchroom 
o f a mam moth workshop, with the bill 
of fare as one picture, with vegetable 
soup and coffle free, and such Items as 
milk a t 2 cents, straw berries 4 cents, 
etc. 
Housing, homekeeplug, hygienic, ed­ 
ucational. religious ami m unicipal prog­ 
ress will all come w ithin the scope of 
the exhibit. 
The lantern will be worked autom at­ 
ically, charged w ith UH) slides at a 
tim e aud changed at Intervals of two, 
three or five m inutes, as desired. W ith 
each shift the lecturer will put the 
meaning of tile pictures iuto words. 
In all this panoram a of progress aud 
Its possibilities place will be found for 
the organized effort of women. 
For 
the first tim e the women’s club move­ 
ment will have opportunity to exploit 
Its achievem ents for the betterm ent of 
the sex. 
The various philanthropies— 
and they are as num erous as the clubs 
them selves—will present a study of the 
new woman from a wholly novel view­ 
point. 
The League For Social Service is 
barely IO m onths old. but the motive 
power behind it has been growing for 
so many years th at it may be said, 
paradoxically, to have existed loug be­ 
fore it was born.

Important Exhibit to Be M ade 


at Paris Exposition.

T he exhibit which the League For 
Social Service is busily collecting tor 
presentation at 
the Paris exposition 
xviii attem pt what has never he fore 
been offered 
a 
view of 
the 
I lilted 
States along the line of its sociological 
developm ent. 
As already announced, the league has 
been appointed by the Fulled States 
com m ission special agent in the de­ 
partment of social economy. 
Its indi­ 
vidual work will be the institutions 
and m ovem ents for Improving social 
and industrial conditions, and it will 
undertake to show both existing condi­ 
tions and what is being done to im ­ 
prove them. 
T he method of gathering data anti 
putting It Into shape for Illustration is 
novel as It is interesting. 
The exhibit 
will be made by m eans of lantern 
alldes, four to lie show n at a time, w ith 
a fifth to Interpret them in French and 
English. The m atter xviii include glean­ 
ings from Maine to California. 
Dr. VV. H. Tolman, the secretary, re­ 
cently returned from a trip to the west, 
gave a reporter for the N ew York 
World a graphic Idea of the league’s 
plans in this connection. 
H e took as 
exam ple a drop forge factory fn Brook­ 
lyn. 
“ Work In such an establishm ent,” he 
explained, “Is one of the severest trials 
o f physical endurance. 
The firm has 
taken this Into practical consideration. 
Each fire has a separate head and a 
separate chim ney to carry off the heat, 
w hile a shaft above brings the cold air 
dow n on the workm an. 
“ A 20 m inutes’ rest once a day gives 
a m an an opportunity to enjoy the 
spray baths placed in the building by 
the firm for their convenience. 
A noth­ 
er Inducement to cleanliness and there­ 
fore comfort is the washroom , with hot 
water, w here the men may wash their 
soiled shirts, leaving them In the steam 
drying 
room 
overnight. 
All 
these 
things prolong the lix’es of the w ork­ 
men, and the firm has reaped the com ­ 
mercial reward of being able to keep 
the factory running w hen other firms 
are obliged to shut d ow n.” 
T his odd bit o f factory progress xviii 
m ake one series of slides. Another will 
present the gym nasium a large insur­ 
ance house In the w est has built for Its 
■employees. 
A third show s the great lunchroom 
•of a m am moth workshop, with the bill 
o f fare as one picture, with vegetable 
soup am! coffee free, and such item s as 
milk at 2 cents, strawberries 4 cents. 
etc. 
H ousing, homekeeping, hygienic, ed­ 
ucational, religious and municipal prog­ 
ress xviii all com e within the scope of 
the exhibit. 
T he lantern will be worked autom at­ 
ically, charge!I with KH) slides at a 
tim e aud changed at intervals of two, 
three or five m inutes, as desired. With 
each shift the lecturer will put the 
m eaning of the pictures into words. 
In all this panorama of progress and 
its possibilities place will tie found for 
the organized effort of women. 
For 
the first time the w om en’s club m ove­ 
m ent xviii have opportunity to exploit 
Its achievem ents for the betterm ent of 
the sex. 
The various philanthropies— 
and they are as numerous as the clubs 
them selves—will present a study of the 
new wom an from a w holly novel v iew ­ 
point. 
The League For Social Service is 
barely IO m onths old, but the m otive 
power behind it has been growing for 
so many years that it may be said, 
paradoxically, to have existed long be­ 
fore it w as born. 
It is termed a clear­ 
ing house in social economy and is in* 
touch with sociological work the coun­ 
try over. 
President Dr. Jnslah Strong 
and Secretary Dr. W. II.

In answer to your request, let me say 
that my reference to the Filipinos as 
capable of self government did not in 
elude the natives of Sulu, Mindanao 
aud outlying islands. 
The Tagals of 
Luzon, however, are a people of su­ 
perior mold as compared with the 
mountaineers aud with the natives of 
other islands, who, having resisted 
Spanish invasion, 
had not the educa­ 
tion given the Tagals by the priests of 
the church of Home. 
Cruel and tyrannical as were the 
Spaniards, aud robbers and oppressors 
as were the friars of the various relig­ 
ious orders, it must be admitted that 
the Tagals owe their teaching iii great 
measure 
to 
the 
priesthood, 
for 
chinches, convents and schools abound 
ever) where iii aud around Manila and 
far to the north and south of that 
thronging city. One of the best works 
on the l'hibppines is that of Ramon 
Reyes Lain. now a resident of New 
York city, and from him and from 
Padre 
Algae of the great Jesuit col­ 
lege in Ermita and Senor Arellano, 
now chief justice of Luzon, by ap­ 
pointment of General Otis, I gathered 
the information that nine-tenths of the 
adult Tagals could read aud write. 
I repeat that the Filipinos in and 
near Manila are industrious, frugal, 
temperate and clean. 
They do run to 
holidays, on which they will not work, 
aud many shops and offices have to 
close in consequence. 
Out of the 305 
days in the year the Filipinos have 153 
holidays, and lf you subscribe for a 
Manila daily with the idea of getting 
305 papers in the 12 months you will 
fall short by at least IOO. 
I repeat that they are most skillful 
artisans in many a trade aud indus­ 
try, that some of their sculpture and 
paintings will compare favorably with 
that of H ii rope aud America, aud 
as instrumental musicians they are 
wonderful. 
It must be owned that 
they produce also expert sneak thieves 
and accomplished liars, but in the lat­ 
ter point they have bad three cen­ 
turies of instruction from Spain. 
Not only are there numerous ami 
good schools for the mass of the popu­ 
lation. all of whom appear to be de­ 
vout Catholics, but the sons and daugh­ 
ters of the wealthier natives are sent 
to France aud England for their edu­ 
cation. 
The pajiers aud records left 
behind in the insurgent flight from 
Sauta Ana, San Pedro Macati aud 
Guadalupe after their mad and wan­ 
ton attack of Feb. 5 show that they 
bad a very complete system of govern­ 
ment.

There was not a bowman or spearman 
within range of Manila, and even a 
heavy sum offered to any man who 
could find a spear or bow failed to pro­ 
duce oue. 
The army has hard knocks 
enough without this fire In the rear, 
and despite the fact that the Filipinos 
have used their churches as arsenals, 
their altars as magazines, their con­ 
vents as forts: despite the fact that 
they have lurked in ambush in their 
protected homes, shot down our wound­ 
ed, tired on the hospitals and used the 
sacred flag of truce as did the Modocs 
who murdered Canby and the peace 
commissioners in 1873, they have been 
mercifully dealt with throughout.

They are well armed and have 
ammunition to waste. Their worrying

All night long they keep up 
a tire on our trenches, aud all we can 
do is to keep behind cover and let 
them bang away, but to guard against 
surprise we had to sleep on our arms, 
ready to fight at any minute. It is use­ 
less to reply to their fire at night, be­ 
cause they are either out of range or 
so well concealed that we cannot lo­ 
cate them. 
When morning comes they 
are gone. They watch their chances anil 
waylay any stragglers or small squads 
that may fall into their hands and 
butcher them. 
If they would stand up 
and fight, their army would make a 
miserable showing against the disci­ 
pline aud pluck of the American troops. 
I he only way to suppress them is to 
put enough soldiers in the field to drive 
♦hem into a corner, where they would 
be forced to fight or surrender.

There was not a bowman or spearman 
within range of Manila, and even a 
heavy sum offered to any man who 
could find a spear or bow failed to pro­ 
duce one. 
The army has hard knocks 
enough without this fire in the rear, 
and despite the fact that the Filipinos 
have used their churches as arsenals,

N ew York, July 18.—Tile strike situ ­ 
ation in Brooklyn remained unchanged. 
The striking em ployes were even more 
determined aud the managers of the 
rapid transit lines were obdurate and 
unflinching. 
Cars were run on most of tile lines 
governed l>y the traction company from 
early m orning until 7 o'clock in the 
evening, but after sundown there was 
a considerable falling off in the service, 
and bv 9 o'clock uot a car was m oving 
on any of the hues. affected by the strik­ 
ing motormen aud conductors. 
The 
roads com prising 
the Nassau system 
were most effectively crippled. 
Noun of the striking em ployes re­ 
turned to work, and most of them were 
busy during the day influencing uuiou 
and non-union men oil the other lines 
to quit work. 
In this respect the strik­ 
ers were partially successful, but they 
made no inroads on the running of the 
Putnam avenue ears. 
This hue is prac­ 
tically intact, not more than hail a 
dozen of its em ployes being affiliated 
with the strikers. 
The Coney Island Railroad company 
picked u rich harvest OU all of its lines 
during the day. 
The Franklin avenue, 
Smith aud Jay street, Hamilton avenue 
and Du Kalb lines were running on full 
time abd carried a great number of 
passengers 
throughout the day aud 
night. 
The Coney Island company lived up 
to its agreement with its employes, and 
consequently its business was not inter­ 
fered with m tho slightest. Iii fact, the 
business on these roads was considera­ 
bly augm ented, as many travelers pat­ 
ronized the ears, although in many 
case* going blocks out of their way to 
do so.

In answer to your request, let me say 
that my reference to the Filipinos as 
capable of self government did not in­ 
clude the natives of Sulu, Mindanao 
aud outlying islands. 
The Tagals of 
Luzon, however, are a people of su­ 
perior mold as compared with the 
mountaineers and with the natives of 
otber islands, who, having resisted 
Spanish invasion, 
had not the educa­ 
tion given the Tagals by the priests of 
the church of Rome. 
Cruel and tyrannical as were tile 
Spaniards, aud robbers and oppressors 
as were the friars of Hie various relig­ 
ious orders, it must be admitted that 
the Ta ga is owe their teaching in great 
measure 
to 
the 
priesthood, 
for 
churches, convents and schools abound 
everywhere in and around Manila and 
far to the north and south of timt 
thronging city. 
One of the best works 
on the Phil’opines is that of Ramon 
Reyes ha la, now a resident of New 
York city, and from him and from 
Padre 
Algae of the great Jesuit col­ 
lege in Krmita and Senor Arellano, 
now chief justice of Luzon, by ap­ 
pointment of General Otis, I gathered 
the information that nine-tenths of the 
adult Tagals could read aud write. 
I repeat that the Filipinos in and 
near Manila are industrious, frugal, 
temperate and clean. 
They do run to 
holidays, on which they will not work, 
aud many shops aud offices have to 
close in consequence. 
Out of the 305 
days in the year the Filipinos have 153 
holidays, aud lf you subscribe for h 
Manila daily with the idea of getting 
865 papers in the 12 mouths you will 
fall short by at least IGO. 
I repeat that they are most skillful 
artisans rn many a trade aud indus­ 
try. that some of their sculpture and 
paintings will compare favorably with 
that of Europe aud 
America, aud 
as instrumental musicians they are 
wonderful 
It must be owned that 
they produce also expert sneak thieves 
and accompli shed liars, but iii the lat­ 
ter point they Ila vc hail three cen­ 
turies of instruction from Spain.

At the outbreak of hostili­ 
ties Manila was practically free of Fili­ 
pinos of fighting age. 
Those who had 
not joined Aguinaldo's arm y of their 
own accord had been forced into his 
ranks bv threats, but, as soon as they 
could do so with safety, hundreds of 
them deserted aud sought protection 
inside our lines. 
The natives seem di­ 
vided on the question of American sov­ 
ereignty, a goodly per cent of them be­ 
ing in favor ol it. There are as many 
tribes in the islands as there are Tribes 
of Indians in the United States, but 
the insurgent army is mainly made up 
of members of two or three tribes in 
the island of Luzon. 
When this island 
is pacified the war will be a t an end. 
"The Filipinos seldom make a stand, 
and tliat is one reason they have not 
been suppressed. 
We could not keep 
them iii range long enough to suppress 
them.
